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FOR CARRYING AWAY ORE. 


Two Employes of the Commonwealth Mine 
in Arizona Are Arrested. 


Tucson (A. T.).—Tom Carter is in 
jail, charged with stealing rich silver 
ore from the Commonwealth mine at 
Pearce. Fifteen sacks of ore were 
found at the sampling works hero, 
which ne had sold for fifteen hundred 
dollars. He had an associate in his 
operations, who has been arrested at 
Pearce. It is claimed that Carter and 
his partner took ore out of the mine in 
their lunch baskets and shirt-fronts, 
picking out only the richest pieces. 
This they have been doing for many 
months, and they have sold many thou¬ 
sand dollars’ worth of ore from the 
Commonwealth mine. Superintendent 
Brockman, suspicious of the men, 
caused their arrest, and found that they 
had been packing rich ore out of the 
mine after every day’s work. 

Both men are well-known miners. 
They have been employed at the mine 
for several months, and were steady 
workers and good miners, but the rich 
silver ore in the mine was too great a 
temptation for them. 

incendiary Fire on Woman’s Farm. 

Stockton.—(What is believed to have 
been an incendiary fire caused the loss 
Saturday night at Mrs. Griffin’s place, 
about eight miles out on the Sonora 
road, of a barn, eleven head of mules, 
one horse, 100 tons of hay, twelve sets 
of harness and a stack of straw. The 
fire was in the vicinity of a similar fire 
a couple of months ago. 

Washington.—The battle-ship Iowa, 
now attached to the Pacific squadron, 
will be assigned as the flagship of 
Rear-Admiral Crowninshield when that 
officer takes command of the European 
station. 


ROOSEVELT 

COMING WEST 


President Ide Wheeler Says He 
Was So Informed by 
the Executive. 


WILL MAKE IRRIGATION AN ISSUE 


The President Will Visit the Pacific Coast in 
Order to Make a Personal Study o( 
the Existing Conditions of 
the Country. 


San Francisco.—President Roosevelt 
will visit the Pacific Coast next sum¬ 
mer. 

That is the message which President 
Benjamin Ide Wheeler of the Universi¬ 
ty of California brings back with him 
from the East. Dr. Wheeler had a con¬ 
ference with President Roosevelt while 
he was in the East, and received from 
the Chief Magistrate the assurance that 
he would visit California and the Coast 
next summer. President Roosevelt said 
that he was anxious to see the Pacific 
Slope, but governmental duties would 
hold him in Washington until Congress 
finishes its coming session. As soon as 
possible after that body adjourns, tHo 
President will start on the trip. The 
actual time and the details of the jour¬ 
ney have not been considered as yet. 

President Wheeler also brings to the 
Coast a statement of a part of the new 
President’s national policy, which is of 
importance to the whole West. Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt is going to make the 
subject of irrigation a great part of the 
governmental scheme of national de¬ 
velopment. The head of the State Uni¬ 
versity discussed in particular with the 
President this question ot' irrigation for 
the West He comes back after the 
conference prepared to say that Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt intends to take irriga¬ 
tion out of the list of sectional matters 
and make it a national issue. He will 
embody in his policy the reclamation 
of the arid lands as a national duty to 
be undertaken as much as the develop¬ 
ment of rivers and harbors. One of the 
objects of President Roosevelt’s jour¬ 
ney across ihe continent will be to look 
into this question at first hand, and add 
to the knowledge of it which he gath 
cred when a ranchman in the bad lands 
of Wyoming. 

“It was a great pleasure to me,’’ lie 
said “to meet President Roosevelt in 
office, see him begin his work as the 
Chief Magistrate and talking with him 
a little about his work, his hopes and 
aspirations. He is essentially a manly 
nian, and will make a virile President, 
We may look forward to seeing the 
acts of his administration marked by 
directness and strength. He is not at 
all afraid to act on what he sees to be 
facts, and his action follows rather au¬ 
tomatically upon facts when he sees 
them. Just at present he is greatly 
concerned with methods of getting at 
facts. He is anxious to get accurate 
information about things and affairs 
in this country. He wants to know, 
apart from factional bias and party 
prejudice, exactly the situation in any 
affair which calls for his attention. 

“I told him one of the ways to get at 
tilings was to look at them, and he de¬ 
cided that just as soon as Congress is 
through sitting he will come to the 
Coast and see what it looks like. Se he 
will be here next summer, and it will 
be worth while for us to see him. He is 
coming out to the Coast to get ac 
quainted, as he has not had an oppor¬ 
tunity of doing, with the Pacific strip 
of tile arid lands. He is very much in¬ 
terested in the affairs of this section, 
which is called the arid section. He 
knows it well, and he is prepared to 
take an active interest in irrigation. 
He belongs, in a manner, to it, for he 
has lived and worked in it. He is really 
the first President the West has ever 
had. He understands the problem and 
the possibilities of irrigation as no 
Easterner can do, and I am glad to 
know that he will make irrigation a 
part of his national policy and take it 
out of the field of section. 

“I do not know who is more full of 
the juice of life. His presence is electri¬ 
fying. More than any one else in pub¬ 
lic life Theodore Roosevelt stands for 
action—for the oxygen of action. He 
believes very thoroughly in the doc¬ 
trine of trying to wear out and not 
rust out. He is always an immensely 
busy man, but in spite of the tremen¬ 
dous duties of his office, he remains a 
university man and a literary man. He 
believes it is worth while always to be 
doing something.”

TREASURE IN A SHANTY. 


New York Man Who Came to California and 
Returned in Supposed Poverty. 

Lockport (N. Y.).—Goid nuggets and 
fine gold dust to the value of $7,000 
were found a few days ago in the attic 
of an old shanty on the Barker road, 
north of Royalton. The finding of the 
treasure recalls the interesting history 
of an eccentric old hermit, George 
Hoffman, who left Niagara county hack 
in the fifties for California. He was in 
California three years, and during that 
time he did not write to his wife, who, 
believing that he had perished, went 
back to her home in Ohio. It is said 
that she is still living near Cleveland 
and an c ffort is being made to find her. 

Hoffman came back in 1856. No one 
knew at the time that he had the gold, 
but it is supposed that the treasure 
found a few days ago was brought 
back from California by him. When 
Hoffman returned he sought out his 
wife in the Buckeye State, but she 
would not come back to Western New 
York with him, probably owing to his 
eccentricities. It is said he told her he 
had met with no luck in ihe West. He 
came back to his home near Royalton 
and until his death he lived in the old 
shanty on the Barker road. He was a 
hermit and a miser and tilled a small 
faun for a living. He died in 1895, and 
since then the shanty has been deserted 

The old hermit was known for miles 
around as the "bogie man,” and his 
name was used to strike terror to the 
hearts of disobedient children in the 
town, it is said that he lived a wild 
life in California and that he gained a 
reputation in the West as a bad man 
who xcas altogether too handy with a 
gun. 

ELEPHANT DEFIES ELECRT1C SHOCKS. 


Attempt to Execute a Vicious Beast at Buf¬ 
falo Proves a Failure. 


SCORES DIE 

IN THE STORM 

Wild Weather Causes Many Dis¬ 
asters on the Coast 
of England. 


MANY VESSELS 00 DOWN NEAR SHORE 

Crews Perish Within Sight of People Who 
Cannot Give Them Aid—Heavy Rain 
in the Welsh Lowlands Causes 
Serious Floods. 


Buffalo.—Jumbo 11, a vicious ele¬ 
phant, fanning himself with a plank 
from the scaffold on which ho had been t 
placed for execution, defied flie power 
of electricity, and a few minutes after¬ 
ward sauntered back to his quarters as 
unconcerned as though he had under¬ 
gone nothing more serious than the 
usual circus bombardment with pea¬ 
nuts. According to those who had 
charge of the event, the beast received 
a current of about 2,000 \olts. 

At 5 o'clock Saturday Jumbo was led 
into the Stadium between two smaller 
elephants. A platform of plank had 
been erected in the southeast corner of 
the Stadium, and Jumbo was mounted 
on this and chained to a row of stakes 
which surrounded the platform. Two 
electric, wires, heavily insulated, con¬ 
nected with this platform, and a switch 
for controlling the current was on the 
wall of|1he Stadium. One of the wires 
was supposed to carry a current of 
1,800 volts, the other a current of 2,200 
volts. 

Four eleclropodes of copper, covered 
with water-soaked waste, were at¬ 
tached to the wires. Two of these were 
strapped to Jumbo's ears and the other 
two farther back on his body. When 
the electrodes were in place to the 
satisfaction of Bostock, Electrician 
Frank Graham went to the switch and 
turned it on 

For full five minutes the terrible 
death-dealing current swept over the 
wires, but Jumbo did not wince. 
Finally, when it became apparent that 
electricity would not kill the beast, he 
was taken back to his quarters. 


London. The gale which has been 
sweeping over Great Britain and Ire¬ 
land for tlie past two days continues 
unabated at many coast points. Over 
the Welsh lowlands the torrential rains 
are increasing, causing disastrous 
floods. Reports of wrecks ami casual-' 
ties continue to pour in. The death 
list, made up of threes and fours, lias 
on aggregate approaching one hundred. 
Tha mail boat Nord, from Dover for 
|!Calais, which ran down the lightship 
of the works of the New Dover pier, 
has succeeded in returning to Dover. 
The mails and passengers are safe. 
The crew of the lightship was also 
landed after passing a terrible night 
at, sea in a small boat. 

The British steamer St. Elmo has 
been beached at Dover. She is high 
and dry across the parade. 

A French bark struck off Hendon. 
Nineteen of the crew were drowned. 

Numerous other wrecks have been 
reported, but the weather in most 
cases prevents the identification of the 
craft. Two vessels in distress were 
sighted off Dnngeness, but the weather 
was so severe that the lifeboat was un¬ 
able to put out to their assistance. 
Wednesday morning one of them sank. 
The other, a steamer, reached West, 
hay, where a tug in now standing by 
her. 

The revenue cutter Activo has been 
('wrecked in the Firth of Forth., Twen¬ 
ty-three of her crow were drowned and 
three were saved. 

The Norwegian bark Inga, Captain 
Oleson, has been totally wrecked at 
Tynmouth and sixteen members of her 
crew lost. 

The Russian bark Pollux, Captain 
Lour, from Liverpool, N. S., October 
ltth, for Glasson dock, was stranded 
at North wharf, Fleetwood, and lost 
her foremast and mainmast. She was 
towed to her destination, water-logged. 

The Swedish bark Trio was driven 
ashore at West. Hartlepool, Durham, 
and was broken up. Three of her crew 
were washod ashore alive, and the re¬ 
maining seVen were drowned in sight 
of thousands of spectators who were 
powerless to help them, all attempts at 
rescue with rockets carrying life-sav¬ 
ing lines having failed. 


BECOMES AN AMERICAN CITIZEN. 


Fitzsimmons, Former Champion, Says 
His Business Now Is Acting.

New York.—Robert Fitzsimmons, the 
pugilist, is now a citizen of the United 
States. He appeared in the County 
Court and was rapidly put through the 
usual formula. Only a few formal ques¬ 
tions were asked him. A good many 
persons in the courtroom stared when 
the “Ex-Champion of the World” step¬ 
ped up to the bar. He wore a long gray 
overcoat and carried a silk hat in his 
left hand. 

“There is hardly any need for me to 
ask your name,” said Judge Aspinwall, 
and Fitzsimmons smiled broadly. 

“How long have you been in this 
country?” he asked. 

“I’ve been in America about twelve 
years,” answered Fizsimmons. 

He then stated that he was married 
and lived with his family at Bay street 
and Bath avenue, and that his business 
was acting. 

“I’ll make you a citizen,” said his 
honor, and Fitzsimmons grinned a 
broad grin. Then he hurried away to 
another room to receive his naturaliza¬ 
tion papers.

TELLS OF GROWTH 

OF GERMAN TRADE 


Consul-General Mason on 
Commerce of the 
Empire. 


the 


Washington.—The State Department 
has received from Consul-General 
Frank Mason at Berlin a long report 
upon the commerce and industries of 
Germany. Notwithstanding the fact 
that in 1900 Germany passed the culmi¬ 
nation point of a period of phenomenal 
development and entered upon a period 
of reaction and depression, he says a 
glance at the statistics of her foreign 
commerce shows that in respect to bulk 
and value of exports and imports her 
foreign trade that year was the largest 
in the history of the empire. 

Mr. Mason notes the surprising fact 
that in spite of the fuel famine of 1900 


German exports of mineral coal exceed¬ 
ed the imports of this commodity in 
value by 87,000,000 marks, and were al¬ 
most exactly the same in market value 
as the exports of sugar. 

Referring to the commanding posi¬ 
tion of the United States in Germany's 
foreign trade. Mason points out that 
this country, besides having the larg¬ 
est and most valuable direct export 
trade to Germany, lias passed Russia 
and risen from fourth to third place 
among the nations importing from 
Germany. 

The two outside influences of mo¬ 
mentous importance to the present sit¬ 
uation in Germany, says Mr. Mason, 
are the overwhelming competition of 
the United Stales and the tariff legisla¬ 
tion now pending in the Reichstag. 
The experiment of recent years, lie 
states, has shown beyond all question 
that in iron and steel and a number of 
other leading industries Germany, even 
with her cheaper labor, cannot compete 
with the United States. 

Intelligent Germans fully recognize, 
lie says that the fine composite product 
of American racial qualities,* institu¬ 
tions and methods the workingman 
who thinks—will, in combination with 
our unequaled resources, turn the scale 
in favor of the United States. 

Mr. Mason says that every step in 
American progress and development is 
watched with the keenest eyes in Ger¬ 
many, and that "the report of the com¬ 
bination of the steelmakers fell like a 
pall on European industrials and gave 
the Berlin Boerse one of its blackest 
days in a gloomy year." 

TALKS OF WORK 
FOR CONGRESS 

Senator Lodge Discusses Impor¬ 
tant Measures at a Bos¬ 
ton Dinner. 

RECIPROCITY WITH CUBA AND FRANCE', 

Strong Words in Favor of Upholding the 
Monroe Doctrine.—Declares That We 
Should Have a Powerful 
Naval Force. 

Boston.—'An exceptionally large num¬ 
ber of the Middlesex Club attended 
Ihe dinner of the club at Young’s Hotel 
Saturday afternoon, the gathering in¬ 
cluding many of the Massachusetts 
delegation in Congress, State and na¬ 
tional officers and prominent Republi¬ 
cans. Senator Lodge was the principal 
speaker. Ho strongly urged reciprocity 
with other countries along the lines 
mentioned in President McKinley’s 
Buffalo speech and the upbuilding of 
the navy. Senator lxidge began his ad¬ 
dress with allusion to the recent elec¬ 
tions, and then delivered an eloquent 
eulogy upon the late President McKin¬ 
ley. He made a lengthy argument fo: 
general reciprocity in our commercial 
lolations. 

"To this subject,” lie said, "it is cer¬ 
tain that most anxious consideration 
will lie given by President Roosevelt 
and by Congress at the ensuing ses¬ 
sion. Whether it will lie deemed beat 
to put this policy into execution by 
means of some general legislation 
equivalent to a reciprocal arrangement 
with all the nations of the earth, or by 
a series of separate treaties, it is as yet 
too early to say.” 

He said that he considered reciproc¬ 
ity with Cuba as first and most import¬ 
ant, for political as well as economical 
reasons. He then briefly discussed the 
reciprocity treaties now pending in the 
Senate, and concluded this portion of 
his remarks by saying: 

“Last, wo come to the treaty with 
France, which is more important eco¬ 
nomically than all the other treaties 
put together, i should like to see a 
treaty made with France. It is a coun¬ 
try with which I fain would strengthen 
our good relations. I regard such a 
treaty as politically and economically 
desirable in a very high degree.” 

In conclusion ho advocated legisla¬ 
tion which would put the American 
merchant marine on an equality with 
that of other countries and the build¬ 
ing of a navy. He said. “The whole 
country, I think, favors (he building of 
an isthmian canal. I believe, from 
what little I know, that we shall have 
a treaty with England at the coming 
session which will remove, honorably 
for both nations, whatever obstacles 
now exist to the building of the canal 
in the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. If such 
a treaty is submitted to us by the 
President, there is no more pressing 
duty than its immediate ratification, to 
be followed at once by the passage of 
the canal bill. 

“There is another condition that is 
essential to the commerce and indus¬ 


trial development ot the United States, 
which in the past five years has en¬ 
tered into a new epoch, and that is the 
maintenance of peace. There is no 
new nation in the world to which 
peace is so important as it is to the 
i nited States in order to secure ample 
scope for the geat progress we are 
making. We are in god lelations now 
with all the world, and it will be, 1 am 
sure, the effort of President Roosevelt, 
as it was of President McKinley, to 
maintain these good relations. There 
is only one point of danger, and to as¬ 
sure peace we must protect ourselves 
in that direction. Firmly, but quietly, 
the Monroe doctrine must lie upheld. 
The entrance of any great European 
power into tlie American hemlsplieie. 
either by the acquisition of territory or 
tlu' establishment of forts and naval 
stations, would be t lie instant menace 
of the peace we are so anxious to main¬ 
tain. 

“The best insurance and the best 
guarantee of peace is possession of a 
navy so strong that no nation of the 
world would lie tempted to attack ns. 
Complete preparation is ihe surest pro¬ 
tection against war. and war is what 
we wish to avoid, not only morally but 
economically, in every honorable way."

We 
pursue business and attainment of 
whatever sort as if the pursuit were 
the tiling and not the results of the pur¬ 
suit, and therefore as if the fiercer we 
pursue it the more it is to be desired. 
The result is that we wear ourselves 
out without getting the linest fruit or 
flavor of anything. 

If a political party is worth perpetua¬ 
tion the young man is worth cultiva¬ 
tion. It is not necessary to place him 
in a position of responsibility or to give 
him so much ns an equal'opportunity 
with ills elders. It would be tin ex¬ 
ceptionally conceited young man who 
would expect as much. All lie asks, as 
a rule, is to be allowed to serve an ap¬ 
prenticeship so tliat when the responsi¬ 
bility of propagating correct doctrine 
lias fallen upon his generation be will 
not be entirely unworthy or unpre¬ 
pared. 

In the long run education is the uni¬ 
versal cure for anarchy. It is Hotter 
than law. It is especially superior to 
special legislation. As soon as the edu- 
• ational systems of the States are com¬ 
prehensive enough to draw all classes 
and conditions of people within their 
influences we will have tiie nearest ap¬ 
proach to a millennium that can be ob¬ 
tained by mortal means, tlreat prog- 
res lias been made and is still going on. 


tlon has Increased from thirty-five 
millions to thirty-eight millions, an in¬ 
crease of only about 8 per cent. Dur¬ 
ing tiie same time the population of 
Great Britain has increased about DO 
per cent. Germany, Austria, Russia 
and Italy have gained even more titan 
that. It is said that the low birth rate 
in France is a misfortune in that it 
makes difficult recruiting for its army. 
Germany’s increase makes it possible 
for that country to maintain the larg¬ 
est army in the world. On the other 
hand the low birth rate in France 
makes its people, taken as a whole, 
the most prosperous of any nation on 
the globe. The French peasantry are 
tiie most thrifty of all the peasantry 
of Europe. They are small land own¬ 
ers and have millions' of francs In 
bank. It was an easy task for France 
to pay off the tremendous ideiunity de¬ 
manded by the Germans after the 
Franco-Prusslau war. France lias 
money with which to maintain a war, 
and that is an important tiling as war 
goes nowadays. Few Frenchmen 
leave France. There is comparatively 
no loss by emigration. Germany loses 
heavily by emigration. The young 
men of France find opportunities at 
home. Young Germans, Englishmen, 
Austrians and Italians must go from 
home to find a chance to better their 
fortunes. If the low birth rate of 
France is an evidence of physical de¬ 
cay it is of course calamitous and 
threatens linal destruction. Otherwise 
it, lias its compensations.

People so frequently blame a doctor 
for failing to perform impossibilities 
that at the recent meeting of the Brit¬ 
ish Medical Association a distinguished 
physician undertook to state the ease 
fairly, and show that some of the bur¬ 
den of failure ought to rest upon the 
patients. As human beings have be¬ 
come more sensitive to pain, he said, 
they have got into the habit of requir¬ 
ing treatment that produces immediate 
results. Thence arise two evils—dan¬ 
gerous experiments with drugs and 
needless recourse to surgery. The aver¬ 
age invalid, said this medical man, 
wants to know at once wliat is the mat¬ 
ter with him. Tiie doctor cannot al¬ 
ways tell, and would like to await de¬ 
velopments. But the patient insists on 
being dosed, and as often as not de¬ 
mands that an “operation” be per¬ 
formed. If be were content to go to 
bed and keep still. Ids ailment might 
cure itself; yet if the doctor suggests 
this, Die patient concludes that "noth¬ 
ing is being done” for him, and be hast¬ 
ens to call another doctor. Two things 
the public needs to realize: That Die 
best physicians do not travel with 
knives in their hands—since they know 
that surgery lias its pains and perils, 
ns well as Its successes—and that they 
are increasingly averse to dealing out 
drugs. The great men of the profes¬ 
sion win half their victories with pure 
air, cleanliness, proper diet, and insist¬ 
ence on exercise for well people and 
rest for sick ones. Less famous physi¬ 
cians would be glad to follow their ex¬ 
ample if men and women would possess 
their souls in patience and forego the 
desire to turn their stomachs into 
apothecary shops. Give the doctor—and 
nature—a chance.

The lumber industry of this country 
ranks among its most important. In 
the New England States, in New York 
and Pennsylvania, in the Virginias, in

pecially in the Northwestern States, It 
employs millions of capital and thou¬ 
sands of men. It Is true that in the 
New England and Middle States the In¬ 
dustry is declining, the stock having 
been depleted, still it is yet Important 
us the statistics show. During the past 
season Maine has manufactured nearly 
half a billion feet of logs, Pennsylva¬ 
nia over a half billion and the Virginias 
nearly as much. Michigan has exceed¬ 
ed its record, and Wisconsin and Min¬ 
nesota have nearly equaled their best 
outputs. The Southern States, with 
the assistance of modern and improved 
machinery, have increased their output, 
especially Texas, whose operations are 
reported larger than those of any other 
State east of the Rocky Mountains.

Miss Ctnra A. Maas Was Inoculated 
with the Dread Disease by the Hite 
j of a Mosquito— Experiment* Cause 
Heveral Deaths. 

The death in Havana of Miss Clara 
A. Maas, a trained nurse from Newark, j 
N. J., who was following her profes- ! 
sion at Las Animas Hospital, was the j 
third resulting from the experiments 
being made with mosquitoes by the 
Yellow Fever Commission. Tlie sacri¬ 
fice of tliis young life In tlie cause of 
science—Miss Maas was 25 years old— 
directs attention to the work which 
lias been done in Cuba toward the 
stamping out of tlie disease that for¬ 
merly claimed so many lives. In this 
investigation in the cause of science 
the heroism of American men and 
women has been conspicuously dis¬ 
played. The actual and conclusive dem¬ 
onstration by the army Yellow Fever 
Commission, of which Dr. Walter Reed 
is president, that mosquitoes are re¬ 
sponsible for the spread of yellow 
fever, will rank forever as one of the 
most beneficial discoveries in medical 
science. 

The cause of yellow fever has always 
been a mystery; and, Indeed, it is a 
mystery to-day, in a measure, since, 
although undoubtedly a disease of par¬ 
asitic origin, the parasitic organism it¬ 
self has not yet been discovered. Sev¬ 
eral times It has been thought that it 
was found, and there are those Investi¬ 
gators who to-day believe that the 
Bacillus icteroides of Sanarelli is the 
causative organism of the fever; while 
the English physician.

The direct agency of mosquitoes in 
spreading the disease having been es¬ 
tablished, practical anti-mosquito work 
was at once undertaken in Cuba. Gen¬ 
era] orders were issued requiring the 
universal use of mosquito bars in all 
barracks, especially in hospitals, as 
well ns in field service where practica¬ 
ble. The drainage of breeding-places, 
the use of petroleum on standing wa¬ 
ter, in which mosquitoes breed, was 
directed, and the medical department 
of the army furnished oil for this pur¬ 
pose. It lias resulted that Havana had 
less yellow fever during the present 
year than at any time in its history. ‘ 
The efforts ol’ Dr. Iteed have been 
supplemented by experiments, under 
government authorization, by Dr. Cal- 
(las. The latter has prepared a serum, 
inoculation with which, ho claims, ren¬ 
ders a person proof against the disease. 
To test the efficacy of Ids discovery 
Dr. Caldas needed the aid of heroic 
persons. Half a dozen or more volun¬ 
teered. among them Miss Maas. These 
persons were inoculated with tlie 
serum, anil, this inoculation having be¬ 
come perfect, the patients were sub¬ 
jected to the bites of one or more in¬ 
fected mosquitoes. 

GRUESOME STORY OF CRIME. 

Murderous Assaults Since 1800 on tho 
Earth’s Great Ones* 

The list of rulers who have been at¬ 
tacked by assassins during the nine¬ 
teenth century is a painfully long one. 
History makes a list of thirty-odd at¬ 
tempts at assassination, fifteen result¬ 
ing in death. None has been safe from 
the anarchist and fanatic. In fact, the 
most liberal rulers have been the vic¬ 
tims of the assassin, while, with the ex¬ 
ception of Napoleon and the Sultan of 
Turkey, the despots have escaped. 

The first attempt recorded during the 
100 years past took place in May, 1800, 
when some one, unknown to this day, 
shot at George III. of England while 
the king was driving through Hyde 
I’urk, London. The following night a 
lunatic took a shot at the king at tlie 
Drury Theater, but the king was not 
hurt. 

Two unsuccessful attempts were 
made upon the life of Napoleon, one 
while he was first consul and after¬ 
wards while he was Emperor. In the 
first instance a barrel of powder wns 
exploded in the street as his carriage 
passed, killing twenty-two people. The 
other attempt was more scientific, but 
likewise a failure. A galvanic battery 
of great power was used, but Napoleon 
was warned in time. 

In 1835. Joseph Marie Fieschi made 
bis famous attack upon Louise Uhilippe 
of France. He was a Corsican adven¬ 
turer opposed to the regime to which 
Louis belonged. The infernal machine 
lie constructed for Ills fell purpose was 
composed of 25 rifle barrels inserted 
iif a huge wooden stock so as to point 
in various directions. They were load¬ 
ed with a hundred balls and placed in a 
window opposite where Louis Philippe 
would pass. Forty people were killed 
by the fusillade, hut by a miracle the 
object of the attack escaped. Three 
other attempts were made upon the iife 
of Louis during his reign. 

In 1852 Queen Isabelle II. of Spain 
was stabbed by a friar while on her 
way to church. The following year 
King Victor Etnmanrtel of Italy was 
attacked. In 1850 King Ferdinand of 
Naples was attacked and ns a result 
abdicated his throne. 

Napoleon III. was several times at¬ 
tacked, but escaped each time without 
Injury. 

Prince Daniel of Montenegro and 
Prince Michael of Servia paid tlie pen¬ 
alty of their greatness with death in 
the ’00s. 

In 1870 Abdul Aziz, Sultan of Turkey, 
was found dead in the palace gardens. 
He had by progressive ideas and na¬ 
tural ability, incurred tlie enmity of a 
clique in tlie government. 

Alfonso, father of the present King 
of Spain, was shot at twice by fanatics, 
but escaped each time. Emperor Wil¬ 
liam 1.. of Germany, was tlie subject of 
assassins’ attack twice also, but es¬ 
caped with slight wounds. 

In 1881 Alexander II. was killed by 
nihilists, the plot being hatched by stu¬ 
dents in tlie School of Mines. He was 
literally blown to pieces. 

The next assassination was that of 
President Carnot of France, in ism. 
He was stabbed by Caesnrio Santo. 
Two years later an assassin ended the 
earthly career of the Shah of Persia. 

Empress Elizabeth of Austria wns 
fatally stabbed by Luccheni while she 
was walking front her hotel at Geneva. 

The details of the assassination of 
King Humbert are still fresh in the 
public mind.
